1)E IT ENACTED, BY THE MAYOR AND 
' Council of the Corporation ot tho Cily of 
Victoria, as follows :- 

(1.1 The I'ark Conimitieo shall have the caro 
and custody of all tho public siiuaros, parka 
and grounds belonging lo the city, subject to 
all such by-laws a.i may from time to time bo 
passed by llio said Council. 

(2.) It Hhall be lawful for any police olllcer, 
constable, caretaker, or other iiur.~un duly 
autliorizeil by Ihi^ mayor or any alderman of 
t he saiil city, to exclude from the said pulilic 
sijuares. jiarks and grounds, all drunken or 
Ullhy iierjons, vagrants ami notoriously bad 
dial actcrs, and Lo remove Ihcrefroin any iiersou 
who is violating any by-law of the City (;Guncil, 
or Is committing any nuisance, or is guilty of 
any disorderly conduct therein. 

(3.) No person shall ride or drive any horse 
upon or through any of the public squares, 
parks or public grounds, at any immodomlo 
rate, or »o as lo incommode or interfere with, 
or endangorolher parliea freiiuenting the sunie. 

(1.1 No person sIuiU ride or drive any animal 
or vehicin on any turf or green sward in any 
of the parka or squares, nor in any part thereof 
oilier than in tbo roads sat apart as carriage 
drives. 

(j.) No person shall bo allowed to use tho 
roads in any of tho said public squares, (larks 
and grounds, for the purpose of teainiug or 
eartlug heavy loads over or upon the same. 

(6,) No person shall dig or carry away uuy of 
tho sward, gravel, earth, sand or turf in or 
from any part of tbe said public squares, parks 
or grounds, except by perraission of the said 
Conimittoo and for some public purpose. 

(No person, cx''ept by permission of the Com- 
miltoo, shall climb, breai;. peel, cut, dofaco. 
remove, injure or destroy any of tin; trees or 
shrubs, (lower roots or grasi now growing or 
being, or which shall hereafter he. pliintcil in 
the said i)ublic -(luares, parks or grounds, or in 
any street or giublic place within tho city. 

i.) No person shall, except with the like por- 
mission as aforesaid, in any manner carry or 
cause to he carried into any ot tho said public 
squares, parks or grounds, any dead carcase, 
ordure, flltb, dirt, Stone, orany oironsivo matter 
ubstanco whatsoever, and no person shall 
commit any nuisance in tho said public siiuarea, 
imrka or grounds. 

(9.) No person shall .shake orotlierwiso clciin.se 
any carpet in any of tlio public sciuares, jiarks 
or grounds of the city. 

(10.) No owner or keeper of any horso, grazing 
caltle or swine, shall suffer the s;iino to go at 
large, or lo feed n|)on any of the said jiublic 
s(|UareH, parks orgrounils.andany horse, callle 
ir swine found al large therein shall b" ini- 
jiounded and delained b}' any of the puuml- 

l)ro\-idf!d in 1 lie present or in uii}' ful ure pound 
hy law, logcther with the costs and charges of 
inijiounding and keeping Ihe same, 

111.) No person sliall fire off or discharge any 
gun or other fowUng-pleco, or fire-arms uiion 
any of tho said public squares, parks or 
grounds, or offer for sole, or sell therein, any 
fireworks of any kind, or set fire to or let oil" 
thesaiue, without tho permission of the said 
Committee-. 

(I J.) No person shall expose for sale in any of 
tho said public squares, parks or grounds, re- 
frfahmei.taof any kind, without the permission 
of the said Committee. 

(i:i.) No person shall expose in any public 
Bquare. ])ark or grounds of tbo city, any table 
or de^■iee of any kind ^^■hat sof;ver, uiien or by 
which any gaino of lia/,ar<l or eliaiiL'e cau be 
lilayeil, anil no person shall play at any such 
table or device, or at cards or any unlawful 
game in any of tho said public squares, parks 
or groundd, 

(14.) No person shall walk on the graas or 
sward of any such walks or parks when the 
Hiime is nnfll lo walk upon, and wdicn projierli 
prohibited ho to do by any iieison in antli.irily. 

(la.) No person shall be allowed to drive or 
ride intoanyp.nrt of Ihe said pulilic Kiuares, 
parks or grounds, if iM-ohibiled so to do by any 
person in aulhonly when tho ground is unlll 
for riding or driving thereon. 

(16.) No person shall break or injure any of 
tho galea, locks, bolts or fences, or any of the 
seats or benches for tho aeeommodailon of tho 
public, or any oLhcr of the city jiroperty. 

117.) Xo iicrsoii shall allow any dog in his 
cusloly for Ihe t ime belDg to enler any of the 
lakes of any of the public siiuares, )mrks or 
grounds or on any ot ihe llower beds or gardens, 
nor shall any jierson bo allowed to throiv or 
deposit any stone, stick, cartli or other rubbish 
in any of tho lakes In any of tho public squares, 
parks or gronnds.

Tlie general elections were held throuyli- 
oul llie province yeslerilay, everything 
])a.ssiug (iff nuielly, tlie most stirring eon- 
tests taking place in the Lower Fraaer 
(llatriet. Those in llie Island dislriots were 
([uielly but keenly contested, as wero also 
those in the interior. Tho result shows 
tliat the government has been generously 
supported in all districts of the province, 
excepting Victoria city, where' tliree 
oppositionist and one government were 
returned. A probable esliiuate of the new 
House is that it will consist of twenty-two 
govomment supporters, eight oppositionists 
and three independents. This may be 
altered somewhat either way, as several 
dintriets liave not sent in liiial returns, and 
Coiuo;, tl'.c Island iiiid Allierni are not yet 
lieiiril from, and it will not lie known about 
Caasiar for some time to eomo. However, 
in any event the government ia sure of a 
hanusome working majority. 

Following i.s tlie result in tbo various 
diptricts, so far as could be learned up to an 
early hour this morning: — 

VICTORIA t'lTV. 

The election in the city yesterday was 
carried on in a spirited but ordcily mauiier; 
in fact, it was the quietest contest that lua 
ever taken place here. The result proved a 
surprise all round. The general opinion 
prior to the eleotiou and duriug tho day, 
was that two government and two oppoai- 
tionists would be returned, with the 
elKiiices ill favor of Turner or (ir.mt heading 
tlie poll. All C'llcnlalions, however, were 
overturned liS the Counting of the ballots 
prooceiled, and before half were eounted it 
was ileiiuiiist rated thiit three opiiositiouiats 
and one government supporter would rcpie- 
aeiit Victoria in tlie .sixth legislature of the 
province. (Irani, Heaven, Milne and 
'I'lirner icmained in that order (lining the 
greater part of the count, with Irving and 
Hicliarda varying for liftli place. The 
opposition polled a atraiglit vole through- 
out, liut the goverimient vole, aa will be 
seen from tlie liguiea, wiis very much split 
up. Tliia was <luo, umlouliledly, to the 
candidature of Mr. Wilson, he deriving his 
support chieily from the government ranks. 
This fact uialoubtedly permitted the opposi- 
tion to bring in three. Had the contest 
liccii solely between the two parties, the 
result would have ])een difTerent — two and 
jierhupa tlireo government supporters would 
nave been returned. Following are ilic 
total votes secured by the nine candidates :

He also thanked all who 
had worked so hard and faithfully for the 
oppo.sition. He also thanked those who had 
opposed hiiu, bccaimn this was a free country, 
anil each one hail the right to vote as 
he pleased. He had no personal animosity 
against any one. They ware all good friends 
awl would, lio knew, continue so. 

JJr. .Milne said lie hardly know how to 
thank liin friends for tlio very liand 
aoiiio vote of SIOl that had been 
given liiin. He believed lie should Iiavo 
polled a larger vote, hut for a circular issued 
by the Single-Tax people which had con- 
veyed the impression that he had willulrawii 
from the contest. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said he must also 
thank the electors for having placed 
liini at llie foot of the poll. .Somebody 
Iiarl to be there, and it liad fallen to him. 
.Still ho was tluinkful for the expression of 
their conlidence. He must express his ad- 
miration for the iirst-rate way in which the 
election hud been carried on. .and'-,for'''the 
ciiuaniiiiily unil fairness -that'Sad prevailed. 
He liad done his best; but the electors had 
done what tlioy thought best. Ho must 
oongrntulato Mayor Grant and Mr. R 
Beaven on tlio splendid vote they had re- 
ceived. Personally he should have liked to 
bu placed higher on the list, but he \v(ml 1 
do Ilia best for the city and the province. 

'I'haiika wore returned by Messrs. Rich 
anis, Wilaon, Irving and Dalby, but Mr 
Duck, who was also called for, had gone 
home. 

On motion of Mr. Grant, seconded by 
Dr. Milne, a vote of thanks was pa.saed to 
the returning officer, who suitably respond 
ed on behalf of himself and his assistants.

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THE GEEAT HORSE ONTAEIO 



With, the>Eeeord : of the World 
Higli> Jainpiner — -Seven 
' Feet Cleared. 



Two Canadian HorBCS, Oiitavlo and 
Eoseberrjr Hold the Figures— Onta- 
rio's History and Performances. 



High jumping, iis applied to horses, is 
of recent growth, bub has taken so firm u 
hold on the public's fancy, that it ia con- 
sidered at all li' rsB shows tho great 
*' drawing " attraction. No authentic 
record exists in England of any excep- 
tional high jump by a horse with a rider. 
In 1860 Jack Spring cleared 6 fcut G 
inches three times at the Dublin show, 
and a tradition exists that Mr. Bicknell 
in 1792 rode his horse backward and fur- 
ward over a sovon-foot wall which then 
encompassed Hyde Park. Perkins, the 
whipper-in to tlio East Sussex hounds, is 
said also to have cleared a park fence at 
Staunier, " nearly 7 feet high." In this 
country Mr. Fred Gebhard'n liorsu Loo 
was tho liiBt to niako a decided nmrk us n 
high junnjor. ]lc'nip.stL'ad, at one time 
the pi'ojjerty of ;\lr. Berry \V;ill, and 
afterward nf .Mr. Riitlierford, was also 
credited witli over (1 feet, us wiis Mr. 
Raymond Behiumt's The (iout. At the 
New York Horse ISliow of 1888, all pre- 
vious records were broken by Lo.> anc 
Filemaker, who tied at the then eztranr- 
dinary height of 6 feet 9J inches. 

Tliis stood as " the record" until tho 
Chicago Ilorso Siiow of 18Si), when the 
Bubject of this article uud Kuauberry, a 
hor.se belonging to Messrs. Mo<>rehoase 
it Pojjper, of Toronto, Canada; tied at 6 
feet iO.^' uichus. Ontario is a big gelding, 
standing not ([uite l(i bands. tie was 
raised in the province of Ontario, coniiiii; 
by a thorougli-bred horso called Sharp- 
ca cher, a grand.son of Lexington, out of 
an unknown mare. Ho was purchased 
by Mr. S. S. Howland, of Mount Morris, 
New York, as an untried horse, in tho 
autumn of 1888. Mr. Howland also 
owns Ontario's si'e. That season ho wa.s 
regularly hunted with the Genesee Valley 
hounds, and tho followini; winter with 
the Duinblane hounds, Washington, D. 
0. That spring ho linished third in a 
three-mile steeple-chase at the race niort- 
ing of tho Dumblano (Jlub. The horse 
was then taken back to Mount Morris, 
his owner never even suspecting his future 
career as a high jumper. Simply to "till 
in," lie entered liiiii in a high jumping 
contest at (iciiesee during tlio annual 
.July sports of I he Cencseo Valley Hunt 
Club. To tho surprise of every one he 
cleared 5 feet !• inches, and got over, iii a 
fashion, 5 foot 11 inches. His next pub- 
lic effort «vas at the Buffalo International 
Fair in September, where, after winning 
tho prize as a clianipion hunter, he suc- 
cumbed to Mooreliouse and Pepper's 
lioseberiy ill the high jump, after clearing 
() feet t inches. The two horses met 
again in Chicago. in November, and amid 
the greatest excitement tied at the ex- 
trafirdinaiy height of 6 feet 10} inches, 
Ontairio carrying nearly 40 pounds more 
than his iintagimist. 

Tho owners of Roseberry refused to 
jump off tho tie, and tho association gave 
to each horao the full value of the prize. 
Ontario was hunted tho balance of the 
autumn and winter, and next appeared in 
public at the Boston Horse Show in 
April, 1890. Ho thore won the prize for 
the highest jump made at tlio show, 
cleriiig (i teet .S inches, his rival Rose- 
berry 's best oh'ort being 6 feet Ij inches. 
In his attempt to jump 7 rert for a tivo 
hundred dollar (.mi;>, Uu- Sm iety for tho 
Preventiui! of Cruelty t II At;lmals inter- 
lered, claiming ho was ..i:>i r. M.sed to try, 
though threo votoriiiaiy s'ii-.;oon3 certi- 
fied to his fitness. Tho ussociatiun 
oii'ercd Mr. Howland the cup, claiming 
that they felt sure ho would have won it 
but for tin: interference wf tho society. 
iMr. Howland. however, r.'fu.sed it. iiiaa- 
iiuicli a.s his lioi'S'i had imt actually clear- 
ed the 7 feet. 

Anxious to ptovo that: his horse could 
clear 7 feet, Mr. Howland, on May IStli, 
gave a public exhibition of OnUuio's 
jumping powers at tho Washington Rid- 
ing Academy, After he had cleared a 
scries of jumps fr(jm 4 feet C inches to fi 
feet 8 inches, tho top bar was placed at 7 
feet, and a committee composed of 
colonel in the regular army, one of the 
best-known judges in Washington, a 
member of the diplomatic corps and 
attache of tho State Department were 
asked to carefully mea.sure and certify 
to the correctness of the nieasuroment. 
On tho lirsL attempt the horse knocked 
down tho two top bars, but on the 
second, cleared the whole7feetmo.st beauti- 
fully, beating his own record and that nf 
any horse in the world. JELe was ridden 
by the groom, James Freyling, who had 
previously ridden at Buffalo, Chicago, 
and Biist(jii, 

Oiitiirio ill dispositii'ii is remarkably 
well adapted tosiicli exhibiti' iis. Crowds, 
music, or tho glare of lights never affect 
him. A refusal is a thing unknown to 
him, and uo matter how bad the "take 
off" or how poor a start he has, he will 
always try to clear his jump. His sire, 
Sliarpcatclier, seeina to have tho faculty 
of producing jumpers, for two of his get, 
Woodstock and (iuelph, had already 
made reputations for themselves before 
Ontario's career began. — Harper's 
Weekly. 

To say tho least this i.s creditable to 
Canada, and merely goes to show that, 
wilh the growing interest now taking 
place 111 hor.-!o breeding in this country, 
Canada has iKjthiiig to fear in the way of 
dishonor. There arc both the iiioii and 
money to bring her to tho foroiiioMt ranks 
as a producer of high-class horseflesh anil 
ib is pleasing to note that yearly this 
bpirit increases among owners, with the 
result th^t better animals compete on 
our tracks and an entirely hotter and 
more ambitious spirit i)re vails among 
racing men. Our race courses are nut 
famous for tlieir ago and tli'j celebrity of 
the horses that have Li-avelled over them 
has not set the earth on lii e, bu' records 
have been made and Canada is surely, 
though perhaps slowly, winning .a luiiao 
for herself in the sporting world.

OUK WILD FLOWEKS. 

In writing anything upon tho subject 
of tho wild flowers of British Columbia 
it is important to roinenibor that the 
preaont year tho season is threo weeks 
later than usual while ib must also nob bo 
forgotten that it ia impossible to ^riyo 
more than a half glnnoe at the provincial 
flora, a complete list of which it ia utter- 
ly iinpossiblo to offer. In the month of 
January there appears through 'ho snow 
the common yellow ijilo (pucedanium) 
which obt/iins its nourishment not from 
tho earth or from tho snow but sumewliat 
similar to the inamior of lilies and bulbs. 
In February the white English daisies 
appear, also the well-known pink geran- 
ium (erodiiun). In March tho CoUinsia 
commonly called the blue violet are to be 
gathered. They are not howovcr a 
violet which belongs lo a very different 
species. Tho oso-berry (Nuttalia) is tho 
iirat shrub to develop itself. It has 
greon foliage with white tlowers and 
resembles in appearance the wild 
cherry. In their succession follow tho 
aldor and the buttercup, (ranunculus) 
with Avhich everyone is familiar, tho 
crowfoot and the small mimulus or 
monkey flower. Of this there are eight 
or nine kinds, some of thom very showy. 
I'lie si.syrinchiuiii belluiii bears a bluo- 
lloiver with a yellow eye; it goes here by 
the name of blue hell, ami with it alniost 
every child is acipiainted. Numerous 
liliaceiearo also making their appiaraiice. 

Ill April therti is a largo variety of 
Claytonia, better known as the portulacca. 
Many of them bear a littlo short bright 
white flower with a tendency to i)iiik. 
The Spring Ueimty, which also belongH to 
the Claytonia, hears a brilliantly wliiLe 
llowi-r, and i.s very plentiful aljout lieaciui 
Hill. Tho erythrfiniuiii (dog tooth vinlet 
or Lent lily) will be recognized as bear- 
ing a b utched loaf. Contemiioraneous 
are the dodecntheon (mos<iiiito bill, or, 
as sonio call it, bho shooting star). The 
fr tillaria are a dark iliill purple 
tliiivci- with s[ii.tti(l jiutals. The 
littlo pink saxafrage is really a telliina, 
and almost at the same time with it 
comes tho white saxafraire (saxafraga iii- 
togra folia) . Tho beautiful pink valor - 
ianella is found among the mosses on the 
rocks. The trillium avatum, a variety of 
night shade, is by no means scarce, which 
may also be said of a number of cresaes, 
t'le catkiio pint or lady smock, the skunk 
o ibbage, two varieties of Indian pink or 
painted cup, and the yellow and red sal- 
mon berry. Tho anemone, a wind 
flower, and a lovely little orchis, the 
calypso, have boen found in Beacipu Hill 
Park. The latter is commonly called the 
lady's slipper. Tho maples and alders 
are at this time in llowei-, also tho larger 
miinuUis, the yellow and blue violets and 
tho shooting star (^dodec.atheon), wliiU^ 
all the clovers como into flower towards 
the end of the month. 

In May, flower gatherers find the 
poison camass and the blue cainass (cam- 
assia esculeiita), tho former being plenti- 
ful at Cedar Hill.

We have also the service tree, the buck- 
bean, several varieties of orchis, tho wild 
sun-llower, the balsam root (balsam oriza), 
the, wild lily of 'the valley and two kinds 
of honeysuckle. On the 14th of the 
month was gathered that beautiful col- 
umbine aquilegia foriiujsa. About this 
time the diil'ereiit varieties of water 
ranunculus, tlie real fnrget-nie-iiot and 
the vefiuiica become common. At the 
end of the month the willow 
herb (epilobium). In June, there 
comes out the only real lilium Col- 
umbianum (spotted). Tho liniiaea bore- 
alis, which is also fout:d in Europe, 
covers the the logs and gives forth a de- 
lightful fragrance. The twin tlower is a 
herl) which also boars a sweet sceiiteil 
flower. Lupins, vetches, lark spurs, 
scented grasses, cinque foil (patontilhe), 
roses and the yellow avens, the old Eng- 
lish thrift, tho Brodieia, in white ai'd 
blue, the smaller blue eyed grass, the 
white lily of the valley, .-iallal (winter 
green), tho Spring beauty and the St. 
.John's wort arc generally met with. 
Several varieties of Saxafrago, bearing; a 
white flower, make their appearance at 
Saanich and on the Island. For tho 
batoiiist British Columbia, both Island 
and mainland, aH'oi-ds a line field, which 
the newly formed B. C. Natural History 
Society will doubtless tend to make bet- 
ter known. 



THE WELLINGTON STRIKE. 

Ijidlcatlons That tbn Mines Will Soon Bo Re- 
Oiiened. 

Sax Fbancisuo, .lune 12. — TuUy 
Bqyce, president of the Miners' Protec- 
tive Association of British Columbia, is 
in the city. His business is to confer 
with the |)resident of tin; WellingtcJii Coal 
coiiipaiiy, .so as to reach SDiiie plan (jf 
settlement wherohy the lockcil-out cnal 
miners nia)' return to work. The men 
have been !• eked out on acc unt of a 
demand for shorter working hours, sinco 
May 18. 

It is also tho purpose of President 
Boycc, while here, to try and form a 
federation of all sailors, steamship men, 
s'evedores and employes of collieries, 
wlietlior steam or sail, plying between 
this poit and British Columbia, in con- 
nection with bho miners' union and 
stevedores of British Columbia. 

A crew was shipped to-day for tho 
steam collier Wellington, after which .she 
went to tho I'liion Iron NVorks, whore 
slie took on Ijoard the locomotive that 
\vi it overbojird while being lowered from 
the dock at Long bridge three weiOis ago. 
She will sail to-morrow fur Nanaimo. 
'The ship Seminole will also sail for Nan- 
aimo. Tho Wellington and Seminole, 
which have been engaged in cariying coal 
foim Nanaimo to this port, have been 
laid up at Sausalito since tho strike com- 
nieiiceil at tho A\'elliiigt(iu inihes, ft was 
rumored that tho strike was ended, and 
that was the reason tho vessels were 
going on the route again. At the office 
of R, Dunsmuir & Sims, a reporter was 
informed that, as far as their advices 
went, the strike is not ye!, ended and 
everything is in statu quo, It would 
seem, though, that the strike must bo ex- 
pected to end shortly or the vessels would 
not bo sent up.

So, as we went 
along, Scott got to applying it to pretty 
and giiyly dressed Mexican cirls. In 
this way it got to pass araunu the en- 
tiro party, and on our arrival at tho 
City ol' .^icxico, and more especially 
on our rottirn to South Anienca, wo 
apiilietl it to the swells who ctirno from 
the north, and wo would ask etich 
other if such a niiin was a 'dudii' in- 
stead of, as is sotnetinies tlio custom, 
'tell me what it is and yon can have 
it' So you see the word is a very 
proper one, as tho modern dude al- 
ways creates a 'doubt' or leaves one to 
ask 'what is it?' "—Chicago Tribune.

The author of "Tho Cruise of tho 
Falcon" Inid ii chance to study tho ef- 
fect of high waves, or rollers. It was 
on tho shores of the island of Trini- 
dad, which lies off tho coast of Brazil 
about six hundred miles. The island 
beaches are covered with wreckage 
which has been carried there by winds 
and currents. 

What struck me as remarkable was 
•that some of this wreckage had been 
ctist ui) a great distance above what I 
iudged to bo the high water mark. 
Far up, jammed between two rocks, 
I perceived a huge iron beam tliat 
must have weighed many tons. 

The exiilaiiation probably is that 
Trinidad, like several other low lying 
south Atlantic islands, notably St. 
Helena and Fernando Noronha, is 
subject to that terrible phenomenon 
known as the rollers. Those who 
have witnessed this describe how on a 
flue, clear day, when the winds aro 
still and the ocean smooth, of a sud- 
den tho waters in the oiling are ob- 
served to bccoino disturbed; billow 
after billow advances to tho shore, 
gradually increasing in magnitude, 
until at last the waters are jiiled up in 
mountains far higher than tho hugest 
storm waves, that rush on to shore 
with fearful impetuosity, driving from 
their anchors any vessels they may 
encounter, and hurling Iheui far up 
on the land, beyond tho reach of tho 
hi^fhest spring tides. 

Distant hurricanes and submarine 
volcanic action aro both suggested as 
the causes of this phenomenon. — 
Youths' Companion.

A JOKE ON CHAS. BUSH. 

HIg BacInK Shell Seized at Port TownioiiK 
and Searelied for Contriibami Oplura. 

The custorr.s officerg iit Port Townsend 
are becoining very particular in rei;anl to 
seiiruliiiig baggage luul the persons of pus- 
aen{;ers on steaniura arriving fronr Victoria, 
as it is uuderstood that un uniusually large 
atnount of opium has been smuggled in 
tkere. Prom that point it is distributed to 
different places on the Sound and sent to 
Portland. 

When the North Pacific reached Port 
Townsend yesterday morning she had ou 
board the shell lielonging to Bush, the oars- 
men, from Victoria. He intended taking 
passage on her himself on his way to tliis 
city, having agreed to row a mutch witli 
Seeloy on Lake Samaniish next Sunday, ljut 
reached tlio ilock only iu time to see the 
steamer 100 yards away. 

Ilia bIicII hud been carefully stored on the 
hiwcM- deck a couple of hours before, and 
when the stciuner reached Port Townsend a 
deputy collector boarded her and at once 
proceeded to take possession of the shell. It 
appears that u i.oted sniuggler was seen 
with a companion near the alioll just before 
the ateamei' left and some astute informer 
jumped to the conclusion that they had been 
storing away some "dope" inside the 
frail craft. The authorities at Port Town- 
send were imuiediately notilieii and 
the seizure of the shell followed the steam- 
er's arrival tlieie. Unfortunately Mr. 
JJush was not at hand to make an explana- 
tion and so the craft was tlioroughly over- 
hauled, her canvass deck being ripped up in 
an eiTort to discover the ocntraband drug. 
When the North I'aeitic arrived here Mr. 
Seeiey was notified of the occurrence and 
wired Deputy Collector Charles Woods, ex- 
plaining the matter to him. 'I'lic result was 
that the shell waa released and when .Mr. 
Bush eanie along on tlio City of Ivingston 
lost evening he took it on board, reaching 
here at an early hour this morning. It will 
be but a niattpr of a few hours to put the 
craft in as good condition as ever. — Post 
Intelligencer. 

HIS HAIR TIUiNlCD WIHTK. 

Kil^rlit From lirownini; .Makes a Wonderful 
rhaujie In a Uuy. 

CiNCiNN.VTi, June 11. — Tln-ee weeks ago 
Ricluird L. Edwards, 1!) ye.irs uhl, was 
drowned whilf; skill' riiling in the Ohio. 
The body was swept beneath .some barges 
and coidd not be recovered. Last Friday a 
corpse was found floating iu the river near 
Ri.'<ing .Sun, hid. On the body was a watch 
and ring botli bearing the initials 11, Jj. E. 
App:ireutly the rcumins were those r)f a man 
at least 50 years of age, with .snow while 
hair. Tightly tied around the neck was a 
piece of snuxll rope, as if liie inun had Lir.-st 
been strangled ancl then thrown into the 
water. The face was so badly deconiposcil 
the features could hardly be recognized. Jt 
was supposed a murder had lieen conmuttc<i, 
the presumption being that young Edwards' 
body had been found by river pirates, and 
during a quarrel between them over the 
valuables, one of them h id been slain and 
thrown in the river. The watch and ring 
were identified as Edwards'. 

To-duy Edwards' brother positively iden- 
tified the body from the lewelry and cloth- 
ing. \Vlien the young man fell into the 
river his hair was coal black; that of the 
corpse was pure white. PHght doubtless 
jnodo the change while bo , waa struggling 
for life Tlio cord about his neck is ac- 
counted for by the fact the body ivas 
dragged for with a trout lino, which caught 
the corpse and waa broken. i?here has been 



great excitement along the river orer the 
mysterious case. It is the first instance on 
record where a man was prematurely aged 

while drowning.

A Big Company Will Open Hlnes and Build 
Uoads and Towns. 

Si'OKA.NF. Falls, .June 1 1. — TheOkanagon 
Mining aud Rialroad Company has been in- 
corporated in this city with a capital of 
S'), 000,000. The corporation's object is to 
secure railroad connection with this vast 
mining region, to build wagon roads through 
the districts, to build a town to be known 
as Okanagon City, and to generally develop 
the mines. Witli the exception of Col. \V. 
Thomas Hart, who represents the largest 
and wealthiest mining syndicate in the 
United .States, the gentlemen wdio iucorpo- 
ratcil the ctuiipany are all of Spokane Falls. 

The i:ouipany is the outL'rowth of six 
months' work on the part of .Samuel F. .Sil- 
verman, who sold the Fourth of .lidy mine 
to Helena parties. E.xtensive reilnctiou 
works are to be eo.istructed just above the 
town on a bench of the mountain in which 
most of the mines are located.

One 
of their principal objects will be to secure 
railroad connection with this city as soon 
as possible. At the present time there arc 
two railroads centering in this district, the 
Spokane Falls & Northern and the Wash- 
ington Central.

THJS ELECTIONS. 

The elections yusterilay passed off 
quietly. Tiiwiirds oveuinj^ in tho city 
there was a little oxeitonient, but on the 
whole the proceedings were rather tame. 
As all the returns have not yet coAio in, 
it is impossible to say, with absolute cer- 
tainty, who are returned in the remoter 
districts, but enough is known to show 
that tho Government is well sustained 
The Hon. John Kohson, Preiuior, lias 
been returned for two districts, and all 
tho other members of I ho Cabinet have 
been elected. There will be quite a number 
of new members in the Legislative As- 
sembly that has just been elected, and it 
will, no doubt, be the better for the 
fresh blutxl that has been introduced into 
it by tho people. The G overnmont will ac- 
anconling to our calculation be su])portcd 
by twenty-two inuuibora in tlio new 
House. In tliis calculation the Opposi- 
tion and the independents get credit for 
some men who in ail probability will vote 
on the Government side. 

The result in the city of Victoria is, we 
frankly confess, a surprise to us. We 
were not very sanffuine but we calculated 
that at tho least it would return 
two Government supporters. This it 
would, no doubt, have done wore it not 
for the candidature of Mr. Charles Wilson. 
That gentlonmn has the satisfaction of 
knowinc; that, while he has done no good 
for himself, he has prevented the return 
of one or perhaps two of the Government 
candidates. If he had stood loyally 
by the decision of the meeting of Gov 
ernmeut supporters, he would to-day 
be, politically, much better off than li 
is. But there is nothing to be gained by 
crying over spilled milk. Tho lesson of 
yesterday will, wo trust, be profitable 
to tho Government party in the 
city. It should teach its members the ne- 
cessity of complete union. 



BBITISH POLITICS. 

British politics aro just now not very 
interesting. Tho Irish question still oc- 
cupies a great share of publ o attention, 
but the people in general appear to be 
getting tired of it, and from sheer weari- 
ness are desirous of having it settled in 
.some way. 

Mr. Balfour's land bill il'ics not give as 
mucli satisfaction as was expected either in 
Ireland f)r in Groat Britain. Tlie 
whole of tho ParnoUite Party, eighty-live 
in number, is against it and the sixteen 
which constitute the balance of Ireland's 
representation in Parliament are very 
far indeed from being a unit in its favor. 
Then in the larger island there 
are a great many of both parties 
who do not think that the 
credit of England .should be drawn 
upon for BO large an amount as thirty- 
three millions of pound.s sterling for the 
purpose of making the Irish tenants f rue- 
holders. The bill is an exceedingly com- 
plicated one, and in the main must be 
just, for the landlords say it is a tenants' 
bill, that offers them few or no ad- 
vantages. The Irish tenants and the op- 
ponents of the bill in England say that it 
gives the landlords an opportunity to sell 
property for a high price in cash that can- 
not 1)0 sold at any price or on any terms 
in the open market, it does not appear, 
however, that disoussiun has had tho ef- 
fect of making the peojjlo of (!rcat Brit- 
ain more favorable to the measure or (jf 
increasing the number of it.s advocates. 

Tho (|ueation of giving the owners of 
public houses compensation for taking 
away their licenses is one which is warmly 
discussed in England. The temperance 
people, to a man, nre strongly opposed 
to compensation, and many who are not 
teetotallers believe that the buying (mt 
of the publicans is a most un- 
wise measure and one that is unfair to 
the people, Mr. (iladstono in one of 
his recent 8[)eeclic3 says that "the amount 
required is to bu counted in the first 
place by millions, in tho second i)laco by 
hundreds of millions, there is a question 
whether it will bo 200 millions or whether 
it will bo more than 200 millions ; but 
tho '200 million applies to England alone, 
and I suppo e it would bo a ratioiuil c«m- 
puttttinu to say that 200 million would bo 
the price which would have to attach to 
any attempt to buy out the liquor trade 
of the country." 
The people of Greafc Britain would not 



stand this, the prospect of bi.ing com- 
pelled by law to do it, is not by any 
means pleasing and electors are in all 
parts of the country bringing pressure to 
bear on their representatives to oppose 
giving compensation for public-bouse 
licenses. 

Tho state of tho public mind upon this 
matter has avidently alarmod tho support- 
ers of the Government in Parliament for 
we find that many of them have strongly 
objected to giving their consmt to some 
parts of tho Government policy When the 
member's loyalty to tho Government be- 
gins to clash with his duty to his con- 
stituents it is not hard to see how tho 
struggle will end. In tho great majority 
of cases the member will prefer his con- 
stituents to his Leader; so it is safe to 
predict that the policy of tho Government 
will in this matter of compensation be- 
fore very long be considerably moditied. 

The idea of compensating publicans for 
their licenses seems to us on this side of 
tho Atlantic absurd, but a dift'erent 
system of licensing jirevails in England, 
and to dejjrivo ii house of its license to 
sell boer and spirituous liquors would 
very materially diunnish its value. The 
Cfovcrnnient .say that the owner sliould 
be compensated for this loss, but a very 
liirgo pmportionof the nation look upon 
the compensation as a wicked waste of 
money. 

It is quite evident that it is not all 

plain sailing with the British ministry 
just now. Besides tho diflicult matters 
of domestic ]inlicy which it has to deal 
with, there .-irn jk^ pkixing foreign 
questions which give it some anxiety. 
The lishery disputes with Fraiue 
and the United States are irri- 
tating and not by any means so easily 
settled as might from their merits, 
viewed from a British standpoint, bo 
supposed. They are the more annoying 
as their remaining unsettled is calculated 
to create discontent and dissatisfaction 
in the Dominion of Canada and in New- 
foundland. Great Britain's desire, no 
diuibt, is to upludd tlie just rights of the 
colonies and to satisfy their reascjuablc 
demands, hut wlien in order to do this it 
is necessary to resist the elaim.s of power- 
ful foreign nations doing justice to the 
colonies is not so very simple or so easy as 
some appear to imagine. 

Then the Government's policy in east- 
ern and central Africa is n-^t satisfactory 
to many who have much to do with 
moulding public opinion in England. Lord 
Salisbury is occused of beins; too ready 
to give way to tho demands of Germany. 
His want of firmness in assorting tho 
rights of Great Britain in that part of the 
world it is contended is must [)rejudicial 
to the interests, [jreaent and future, of the 
nation. Among tho.su who deprec.'v'.o the 
attitude of CJreat Britain in that part of 
the world most strongly is Henry Stan- 
ley, who is at t!ii.s moment being lionised 
in England, and who is regarded by 
many as an oracle in everytuing connect- 
ed with Central Africa. 



AN INDEPENDENT OPINION. 
If the Americans sometimes abuse the 

liberty of the press they often make an 
excellent use of it. They criticise the 
acts of public men freely and indi'|)un- 
dently, and the feeling of nationality 
which is so strong among them does not 
prevent their speaking of the policy of 
the Government trenchantly and impar- 
tially. In no country has the course 
which the United States Government has 
seen fit to pursue with respect to 
Behring's sea been so sharply cendenmcd 
as in the United States themsilvcs. 
The right of tho Government to exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over tho waters of 
that sea is not oidy <|uu.stioned by .Vineri- 
can writers but strongly and unqualifiedly 
condemned. This is not done by mem- 
bers of only one of the great p.irties liu". 
hy men of all po'itical c-rueds - the 
sup])ortcrM of thu ( iovurnnient as wull as 
the elianiiiions <if the O])[)p<jsitioii. We 
see an instance of this fcaiKsa 
and patriotic censure of tho (io \ . i iiinriii 
in the Nebraska City News, a joun.al in 
which one would hardly expect to see an 
adverse criticism on national grounds of 
the acts of the Administration. Com- 
menting on the orders received by the 
commander of the cuttur ]5ear, the JS'ews 
says : 

'This is a very warlike proceeding and 
Messrs. Blaine and Windnin ought to l>e 
told in no uncertain tones that the people 
of this country do not desire to go to war 
in behalf of the corporation to which I\[r. 
Harrison's administration liiis given the 
monojioly of catching seals in liuhring 
Sea 

"This difhculty ought lo bo settled hy 
negotiation and agreement. The sea is 
no doubt open, and the claims of the 

United States unwarranted. We .are 
niairitaining them apparently in order 
that a new monopoly may grow rich 
on skins and furs as its prcMlecossors 
did. In that object the country is not 
interested, and it wants a aettleuieut. 
Thu longer the delay about it the greater 
aro the chances of u foolish and n baseless 
quarrel." 

We have no doubt that this Nebraska 
newspaper oxjiressed the opinion of the 
great majority of the ])eople of the lliii- 
tod States on this chiiin to sovereignty of 
Bohriiig Sea. Tlu^y do not want tocpiar- 
rol wiih Groat Biitain over a claim which 
they believe to be unsound and unten- 
able. If the Govornmont of Great Brit- 
ain were as well informed on the state of 
public opinion in the United States with 
respect to the Behriug's Sea claim it 
would Dsgume a firmer attitude than it 



has done, and would insist on an imme- 
diate settlement. If this were properly 
done the Harrison Administration would 
find itsolf compelled by American public 
opinion to como to terms that would bo 
both roasonablu and fair. 

No one desires the extermination of tho 
fur seals. The only difficulty would bo 
for tho nations intoreatod to agreo to 
some means for their preservation that 
would not exclude every one but the ser 
vants of the Alaska company from the 
sea during the hunting 'season. This 
might not bo easy, but if the nego- 
tiators were at all inodernto and rational, 
it would ho very far indeed from being 
impussibli'. I'ut as long as the British 
Government is timid and hesitiiting the 
American Government will be hold and 
unyielding, 

THE NEXT PRESIDENT. 

People in the United States aro be- 
ginning to talk about the n6xt candidates 
for tho Presidency. It seonis pretty cer- 
tain that Mr. Harrison, in 18!)2, will he 
relegated to private life. Ho has not so 
far boon a sueceas as n President. Ho 
does not possess tho art of making him- 
self popular, and those who como in con- 
tact with liim do not take away a favor- 
able impression of his (jualities as a 
statesman or a party leader. It is just 
possible that Mr. Harrison may become 
more popular. Circumstances may arise 
which will give him a good chance of 
showing what is in him, but just now he 
is out of the running. 

Ex-I'rusident '.'Icvoland is ri^ally the 
only Democratic candidate .-is yet in 
sight. Ho bears tl)e character of being 
an honest and an able luai], lie is looked 
H|)on hy not a few as onu of the bust of 
the United Status Presidents. Tlie 
policy of tariff reform, which ho ad- 
vocated, and to promote which 
he saclliccd, what almost every com- 
petent person regards as tho certainty 
of a second term, is the policy of a very 
large section of tho Democratic Party,an(l 
it is also favored by many who were for- 
merly Republicans, but who do nut ap- 
prove of thu ultra-protuctive poHcy of 
that party. There is no other Democrat 
that the nuigwumps, new and old, would 
Vote for so readily as for Orover Cleve- 
land. Harper's Weekly says that he is 
pr bably more popular to-day th.tn he 
has ever been, and the Weekly is a good 
authority on such subjects. Mr. Cleve- 
land has bitter enemies in the Democratic 
Party. Amon{( them is Dana, of the 
New York Sun. There was a passagc- 
at-arms between the two men lately, in 
which neither of them a|)pearod to any 
great advantage, but it is evident that in 
tho estimiition of the whole Democratic 
Party in tho United States Charles A. 
Dana is n very small man conqiared with 
(irover Cleveland. The ex-President will, 
no doubt, before long, bo again promi- 
nently before the people of the United 
States, and politicians will be unco nioru 
calculating what will bo his chances of be- 
ing elected President. 



80>ne flower of sulphur in a piece of gaiuu 
and dust the plants with it. To sto|) the 
r.'ivagos of caterpillars take a chafing dish 
with lighted charcoal and sulphur, and 
))laco it under tho branches of the tree or 
bush whereon are tho caterpillars. Tiio 
vapor ;.of the 8ul|)hur, which is death to 
the insects, and the siifTocating gas rising 
fr ni tho charcoal will not only dcstroyall 
that aro on tho tree, but will otrectually 
prevent llie shrubs fmni being at that 
soaann infested with them. A ])ound of 
sulphur will clear as many trees as grow 
on several iicres. To sprinkle wood ashes 
and air-slaked limo upon cabbages while 
the leaves aro damp with air or dew is an 
efficacious way of destroying tho voracious 
fly, beetle and flea that attack thom as 
soon as they h&ve broken through the 
soil, as well as other insects. Untd tho 
plant.s have a stump as largo as a pipe 
stem they aro subject to the ravages of 
tho cut worm; for these sprinkle libor.dly 
with wood a.9hes or air slaked lime cluse 
about tho atoms of tho plants. But as 
this pest disappears about the middle of 
.June, cabbages planted later suffer but 
li'ile from it.

So Mr. John R. Liviiieston was com- 
pelled to give his land and to pay the 
bill for bottorinent besides. This iloes 
seem not a little singuhir, bub the law in 
tho United States allows it, and an Amori- 
cm Court awards it.

It is believed in lUnglaud that Karl .Spen- 
cer will be tho successor of Mr. Gladstone. 
Ho is one of those noblemen who interpret 
favorably to the observer tho scheme of 
hereditary aristocracy, and he has a 
generosity of spirit and a breath of 
intellectual vision that incite eathusi- 
asm. He was bora in 1859, and 
succeeded to his title soon after 
coming of age. In I SCO he became at- 
tached to the household of the Prince Con- 
sort in a confidential and advisory capacity, 
and in IStiS was nude lord lieutenant of 
Ireland. This position he filled for a few 
years, but it was then comparatively un- 
eventful. In IS,S'2, however, ho was reap- 
pointed, and this dramatic period is not 
only vividly reinenihered by all interested 
in contemporaiy life, but; will form one of 
the most impressive periods in Hnglisli 
history. Lord Spencer as viceroy 
had as chief ■ocretary Frederick 
Cavendish, whose tragic end by "mur- 
der most foul," is held in vivid re- 
nieuibrance. This hrutal act had its in- 
fluence in the aubaequenl rule of I^oril .Spen- 
cer, which is held to he a despotic one. Eng- 
land laid the irongr»S|.of law heavily on Ire- 
land. I'or a period of two years following 
this murder there was literally a reign of 
terror, which requires no allusion in detail. 
Irish wratli was concentrated upon Lord 
■Spencer as the emhoiliinent of Kngliah law. 
He was known as •' the red carl," 
doors were closed against him, and 
black flags were lini g out when he 
approached. Lord Spencer's second term in 
Ireland was enough to have appalled and 
deeply prejudiced a man less wise and be- 
nignant, but out of those very conditions.be 
formed and adhered to his theory of homo 
rule. He is a mnn of remarkable penetra- 
tion and even more remarkable justice in 
his convictions. The personal enmity and 
senseless malignity shown him did not blind 
his eyes to the genuine qualities of the 
Irish nation as seen in the better 
classes of lits citizens. Lord .Spencer 
thus ranged himself with .Mr. (Hailstone on 
the Irisli (piestioii, and that registered the 
unmislakahly iioMe iinalil y of his char.acter.

London, .Junu 13. — The Tory loaders are 
furious ovor the additional troubles of the 
government by tho action of Homo Secre- 
tary Matthews iu regard to the police, and 
tho bitter feeling increases hourly as the 
matter is discussed and its full import is 
luid bare.

Gladstone, in supptirling ; h.' act and the 
pioposal to apply the ciniiiic;; iation fund to 
the jiurpose of eilucution, said it h;iil been 
icssertcd conlidently lUid loudly, that tlie 
hill did not sanction the pi'inciple of coin- 
pens ,tion. It was mainly on that ground 
that the government comiuended the bill, 
while some of its supporters urged as the 
main reason for their approval, that tlio hill 
will establish that principle. Ho (.\Ir. 
Gladstone) agreed with the latter opponents 
of the bill. He considered it distinctly a 
retrograde tneasure. Tho ministers were 
amazed at hearmg it called a publicans' en- 
dowment bill. He never hoard a name so 
accurately denoting its purpose. I'ublic 
house values had already risen, and tho 
moment the bill became law every public 
house in the country would bu worth more 
in the market and would not be ac(|uired 
except at higher prices. The debate liucame 
very animated, Go.schen, Gladstone, Mar- 
court, Trevelyan and other leaders on both 
sides participi.ting. Trevelyan said the hill 
was tlie worst over stihmittcd lo parliameni, 
and was un awful blow to the cause of 
temperance. RitcluB, president of the local 
government board, moved closure and the 
proposal was rejected.

MINING HA'ITESS. 

Mew Proe«M for (heTre«faB«BtandBeduotIaB 

uf kefittciory Una. 

Tho new process for treutiug refractory 
ores beinj; used in Coloiadu ia said to be 
tiiosfc successful. The work of treatment 
begins with tho breaking of tho ore in tho 
crtishor, whoro it is fod by a vibiatiiin 
nietiil chulo into a |)air of Coniiali rolls, 
whuru it is reduced to powder and i)a3aos 
td tbo sieves, which aio enclosed in a cas- 
ing. Tho siovus uro made of wire gauze, 
having fijty holes in the linear inch, usu- 
ally uuiiea tiicyniesh gauzo;whatever par- 
ticles may hu too large are collected and 
passed by mechanical arrangement to a 
secuiiil pair of Cornish rolls iiiuru closely 
ailjustod rhaii the ilVst J)air, uiul tlio jjinv- 
dering is completed. Weiglied portions 
' of tho xxiwdcred oro are taken from the 
sieves and placed iu the tubs together 
with the proper amount of the solution of 
cyuuicle of po assiuni, by which the ]n-i>- 
cious metals are extracted. Each tub is 
furnished wi'h a set of rotating stirrers 
whieli prevent tho oro fronisettlin'4 on the 
bottom, and also giros most complete ex- 
posure of tlie particles to tho action of the 
cyaiiido. When examination sliows that 
■ the wholo of tho gold or silver is dissolved 
the c 'Uieiits ot tlio tub are ruu into a vat 
on a lower Iovel,and the tailings aroallow- 
od to settle. The vat is furnished with a 
filter ut tho bottom to retain all si lid 
matter, and the clear solution which is 
filtered oil' ia passed through a series of 
precipitating jars, ouch containing zinc 
shavings, on which the silver or gc^ld is 
doposiCtid. When all tho precious inetiil 
in solution is precipitated it is washed ufl' 
tho zinc with water and melted. A pump, 
with adjustable connections,to be used in 
transferring solutions or for raising water, 
coinpletes the lixeil plant of the niill. 

Tho ores are treated in their natural 
State, no expense being incurred for 
ro;iHi lULT iir aiiv oi lier proiiaratioii than 
reducing them to powder. The strength 
of the cyanide sulution generally used is 
one part of cyanide of potassium to 100 
parts of water. 1 ii some ores nna'o cyanide 
ia required, but the s[)eeial claim in behalf 
of tho process is that with a weak solution 
•jf cyaiiido the precious nietuls are diss Iv- 
ed and tho base ones left, and a slronit 
solution is apt to take up the latter 
metals. For ores that are as low in assay 
value as $15 per ton it is estimated that 
§12 can be extracted at a cost of §5, lea\ - 
iug a net profit of §7. Roasting, clilnri- 
nath.ii jkiKi electricity are done n\\ ay with, 
anil 1 vertures have been made, su it is 
n'|iMiUMl, tij ntilize the new process in 
tio:iti g tliH ore from tho Comstock lode, 
as well as tbat-of some Californian mines, 
By a recent dispatch it is learned that an 
English jM. 1'. has piitented a process i<n 
aepar-itiiig gol i frmii (|iiart/; by the use iif 
muicuiy and electricity, by which '.10 per 
cent of [he procimis metal can bo saved 
insiciil I'f oU per cent by tho old iiietluids. 
Jlis apparatus consists of an iron disc 
s])inning on the surfaoo of a saucerful of 
mercury. In the middle of the disc there 
I- an iron liiipi)er,tliroui;li which a stream 
of water and the ore, which is previously 
i:rubliei-t liiu', descend upon tlie mercury. 
By the centrifugal force developed by the 
'hi; ure is driven from the center of 
the disc, which keeps it pressed against 
tho surface of the mercury. To prevent 
any waste of metal a solution of certain 
salts is placed in contact wi h the mer- 
cury. This solution is connected with 
the positive pole of a dynamo and tho 
mercury with tho negative. Tho sohitioii 
is thereby constantly decomposed, liberat- 
ing oxygen and sujiplying hydrogen to tlio 
mercury, which is thus kejit "(piick." 
Tho solution is cheap and the apparatus, 
with a capacity of ten hours per day, 
.weighs only 500 pounde.

A TERRIBLE VOYAGE. 

A btraiige SUlp Saved Them Vtom Davy Jones' 
Locker. 

San Francisoo, June 12. — ^The British 
ship Buteshire, with general merchandise 

for this port, left London on tho 3rd of 
last .lanuary, and arrived here last night 
after as i^ \vj}\ i.iid MCoraiy a trip as any 
over recorded. Ily the .shiji's log it is 
.shown that, with liaruly any internnasiuii, 
a hiiceession of gales and heavy headwinds 
ooiubattud the ship's progress from ihe 
time she loft until her arrival. On round- 
ing Oape Horn on March 10th, a series of 
terrific gales wero encountered, a number 
of .'Jails being carried away. These in- 
(.•rciised to a Inirrieano, which lasteil 
twelve hours. "The sea," says the log, 
•'made a clean bridge overship. All 
hands wore lashed or. top. After the 
hurricane a harder gale and a terrilic 
squRll lasted for, thirty-six hours, All 
this time nothing was being cooked. The 
pigsty was washed away, and the poop- 
laddor and rails on tho port side wore 
smashed. Tho chart was broken and two 
bulwarks porta are gone." The weather 
iiniilly moderated somewhat ; but from 



Whatcom, .Juno 12. — Last Friday 
morning a party, coinpoaed of F. H. 
Adams, editor of the Reveille, John Y. 
Collins, naturalist, and T. G. JMicklin, 
went on a cruiso among tho San .Juan 
isl.mds in the sloop Reveille. After en- 
joying two or three days drifting with 
tho wind and tide from island to isLiiid 
the party started home Sunday afternoon. 
The whito-wingcd sloop drifted slowly 
homeward until about inidiiight when a 
friendly breeze sprang up. The night 
was dark and tho el uds poured down 
enough rain to d:nnpeii the order of the 
[laity. About 11 o'clock Pilot Collins 
observed a craft behind our sloop evident- 
ly following. We sot all our ctmvas and 
prepared for a race, supposing the other 
craft to bo a fishing sloop or a pirate 
ship bent on sport or booty 
Under full sail tho mysterious 
craft behind drew nearer, and one 
of her men shouted jomo indistinct com- 
inaiid. Captain Adams jocularly 
turned some choice words which have been 
forgotten. Tho chase continued. Pilot 
Collins cadeavuriug to prevent the pur 
suing paityfrom running our sloop down, 
There was a bump, and a man with a Pno 
from our jiursuer boarded and iiKule fast 
to our sloop, with the remark that he 
must go beh)w and see what we had 
iiboiird. The others of the pursuiu-^ 
party 3t(Jotl on tlie dock with riUes, which 
glistened in iho weak rays of our lantern. 
We demanded by what authority they 
boarded our sloop so unceremoniously, 
and their answer that they were revenue 
ollicers wore followed by an exhibition of 
badges of authority. A few minutes 
sorveil to aatiify the ollicers tlmt they 
were iiiistakou. The hasty search revealed 
nothing contraband, and the emiity fruit 
cans and dry bottles actually smiled at tho 
thought of being fumbled over by customs 
ollicers. FiniiUy tho revenue oftieers rea- 
lized what a tame gang of smugnlurs they 
bad overhauled, and to heal ourw<iundetl 
jiride they pulled a cork and jiassed ,a box 
uf cigars among their captives. 

Tho revenue otticers were F. H. Oliver, 
J. H. Cublentz, Frank Woodly and Capt. 
Mattison. Coblentz.it'willberomeuibored, 
is tho officer who recently shot Holt, the 
smuggler, and the sluop which had run us 
down was none other tliao the one used 
by HoU in the smuggling business and 
the one upon which ho had been shot 
rather than surrender. After becoming 
bettor acquainted with our party, the 
gentlemanly ofHcers took us aboard their 
craft and showed us its peculiarities. It 
is the fastest of its kind on the Simnd 
and was lit ted up esiiecially for smuggling. 
Within its double hulls are tauksfor whisky 
liidilen eiitiroly from view <jf spectators. 
They wero discovered by accident after 
the rovonuo ollicers had killed Holt and 
seized his boat. On tho principle that it 
" takes a ra;;cal to catch a rascal," Holt's 
smuggling sloop is now used by revenue 
otlicors to run down smugglers who jdy 
their avocation at night am iig the San 
Juan islands. The chase which our sloop 
gave the ollicers reminded them that 
they need a fast steam launch to 
tlioiou;,'hly cope with the smugglers, who 
ake advant;i(;o of wind and tide to run 
cuntrabaud goods from British Columbia 
to tho Uniteti States under the shield of 
night. The above incident illustrates 
the vigilance of Collector Bnidshaw's 
service, but he should have better 
einii])nieiit3. This is an age of steam, 
and while the revenue olhcers did really 
overhaul our innocent and unwary sloop 
it is doubtful if thoy could have captured 
iiiiring watchful smugglers.

Decision In the Case of Ilurat vs. Schooner 

I'envloye for Wages — Important 
■ , I'oliit Kaiaed. 

■/-vHis Hdiior Edwin Johnson, Q. C. , 

■ priivtnciul pulicu luugistrato, yeatorduy de- 
livered judgmmit in the. claim of tho 
JnpitneBo sailor Harat vs. the owners oi 

the Bchoonur Ponelupo, fur wacjos duo 
hiiu in viuw of liis d^duntiun horu thruiigh 
tho action aj^uinst hiui and oiliera for 
assault on board tho schooner. Tin) f;iuta 
of tho caao had been already argued in 
court, and, therelore, all that waa douu 
' wasthedeliveryof hishonor'sdeciaion. Hu 
said: "The complainant, a seaman bol ng- 
ini? to tho Bchouiior Penulopo, which is a 
ship re}j;isturud at Victoria, in this pro- 
vince, claims §120.28 for wages duo to 
him. Ho shipped at Victoria «n tlio ICtli 
of .lanuary last, as A. B., on a voyage to 
tho North Pacilic Ucoaii and Behrings' 
Soa, to and fro and back to Victoria, not 
to claim disohargo until tho linal return 
from Behrings' Sea. voyage not to exceed 
twelve months ; and it was agreed that 
any seaman causing any detention or loss 
by neglect, iiisubordiiiation or incapacity 
uUl pay such loss out of his wages. 
Uia wages weie S30 pur month, anil h 
received an advance of §20 and 50c. 
worth of goods on board. On the 2!)th 
April, the schooner having, I suppose, ro- 
tunied temporarily to Victoria, he was 
convicted under section 91 of tho Sea- 
men's act for assaidtiug tho mate, and 
was sentenced to six v, ecl;.s' iuiprison- 
mont. Ho conipleteii his lerrii and re- 
gained his liberty a few :iys ago. In the 
meantime the scliooner has pK.ceedetl im 
her voyage and im oiiu has applied for his 
return on board, nor has ho been dis- 
charged. The dofonco pieaented by Mr. 
Mills is that the ciuitruct ia entire for tho 
voyage up to tlie linal return of tho ves- 
sel from L>elaiiig's Sea, ai\d that as tho 
complainant throii'_di his own miscoiiduct, 
as evidenced by llie eouvictii'n, has failed 
to perform his eonti'act, he cannot lecuvt.'i 
wages for tho ime iietually served, lie 
relies upon tho leading case of Ontter and 
Powell. But ill that caso tho completion j 
of the service was especially made a con- • 
dition precedent 1 1 payment and subject 
to this condition a [jromissory note was 
given for iiaymr nt a certain timeafcer the 
coinpletion of the voyage ; and, as Mr. 
Mills candidly points out, the ease was 
decided beforo tho dato of the present 
Merchant Shipping act. It seoms to mo ^ 
to be moi-o in accordance with law and 
natural justice to apply tho docfrin s laid 
down in the later c;.8J of I'utton vs. 
Thompson, in which it was ludd that 
where a seaman had signed an agreement 
under the Merchant Shii)[)ing aci, j 
1854, and had thereby agreed t(i strvo 
on certain \oyage8 to ports abroad a d 
at home to the final part of dischnt^o in 
consideration that ho should he paid us 
wages a certain sum per month, his wages 
became due at the end of each month <jf 
service, and that though lie was left be- 
hind at .a foreign port by his own negli- 

■ gence he was entitled to recover his 
wages up to that lime. Tho court ado t- 
ing the language of a previous decision, 
said that, ''per month" means *' each 
month" or ''monthly", and gives a cause 
of action as each month accrues whicli, 
once vested, is n(]t subsequently lost or 
divested by the plaim ill's drsertion or 
abandonment of his contrac , and I may 
surely add "or other misconduct." 

Tho result is tlia' tho complainant is 
entitled to wages ''t. g30 per mijuth from 
tho 16th of Janu:;.y to tho lOih of April — 
§90, from which must be deducted §20 
advanced and 50o for goi ds supplied on 
account. The order will therefore bo for 
$09.f)0. 

I cantiot accede to Mr. Walls' claim to 
wages np to date of the siniiiiioiiK —sec 
tion •!',) vf tho Seamen's Act eiiect ually 
disposes of it. Nor CHii 1 listen to h s 
suggestion that the conviction was wrong- 
ful.' It is "res judicata." On the other 
hand, I need pay no attention o Mi. 
Mills' suggestion that the coni])lainani 'a 
misconduct with that of the other seanii ii 
caused some detention to the ship, I c-

KAFrS ON THE OCEAN. 

To Float Timber from I'ii;;et Souiid-A Great 
UlKiir ol Lues. 

San Francisco, .luno 12:— The Pacific 
Pine Lumber Company, it is stated, h;'s 
purchased the patent right for tho Coast 

of tho Robert.son ocean timber rafts. The 

sum of !S.oO,00 J lias already hi,'en snb- 
sci'ibed ;in ■ .-ii a meeting yesterday alter- 
no- n it was res'ilved to incorporaU! and 
begin the c ■nstriictiun of a raft as soon 
as pncticalde. 

The advantages which will accruu to 
this company throucfh this project are 
iii iny. Thore are hundreds of settlors 
owiiiiig lan,'e tiiiilier tracts on the Ijanlis 
of the; CoUimbia and I'ugrt Snunil v, li.. 
will be enablfd to marivot their malei'ial 
by siniply IhialiiiLT their logs and deliver- 
ing them at the mills, which will probably 
bo erected by th ■ company at convciiienl 
points in the vicinity, after which the 
timber will float down tho coast in one 
enormous raft to this point. 

JsKW VoaK, .Iiine 12. --A iiiaininoth 
raft, which eLlipsiis in si/.e the .lo'jgins 
raft of December, 1HS7, \''ili soon be 
towed in'o jiort. Powerful ocean tugs 
have left for St. John, N. B., where they 
will take tho giant in tow. The raft is 
consigned to James B. Leary, of this 
city, who owned tho great raft which 
went adrift in 1887. The new raft is 
larger than a'ly other that was ever 
built. It will be c mpijsed of .seventeen 
sections, each 100 feet long, t wenty-ti\'e 
feet thick, and tliirty-fivo feet wide. It 
will draw fourteen feet of watur and will 
project seven feet above tho water's edge. 
Each section of tho great raft will be 
cigar-shaped and bo strongly bound with 
chains, connected by strong shackles. 
The raft will bo 1,700 feet long.

AsTOKiA, June 10. --The river is again 
doited with sail boats and lislKuiiion are 
hard at work after weeks of idleness 
Prices have been average and the caiiiiorii B 
iinjiroved the week making cans and <H'ery- 
thing moves along satisfactorily.

LOST, A LITTLE CHILD. 

now the City'* Waitt Arc Cared for Until 
Tliey Are Called I'or. 
A great policeman, big enough and 
strong enough to have felled a horso 
with a single blow, carrying In liis arms 
i little golden haired girl, upon whose 
deeping face the tears had washed clean 
places In the dust and griiuo, walked 
briskly down Houston street toward po- 
lice headquarters. The child was sluni- 
bering as comfortably as though she had 
been in the little crib at home, and the 
officer was as tender aa if the little ono 
was his own and helped uiako sunshine 
in hia borue on his days off duty. Half 
a dozen children of tho street, quick to 
catch sight of the pair, followed closely on 
the big policeman's heels until ho wont 
up the stops of tho marble building in 
Mulberry street, and waa lost to view be- 
hind the swinging doors. 

Blulf Sergt. Kelloher was on duty, and 
when bo saw the little bundle of human- 
ity brought in, he sat down at Ids desk 
and began to turn, in a businesslike way, 
the leaves of an enormous book which 
lay in front of him. Ho kept turning 
until ho came to the page where ho had 
wrilten hist. Then, after carefully ad- 
justing his eyeglasses, and dipping his 
pen in his big inkstand, he queried: 
"Boy or girl, oiBcer?" 
"Girl." 
"How old?" 
" 'Rout -1 years." 
"Where did you get her?" 
"SIxty-Ufth street and Third avenue." 
"Take her upstairs." 
"Up.stairs" meant to tho top floor of 
tho big building, whore Matron Webb 
presides and acts the part of foster 
mother to the waifs and strays and 
foundlings of this big city who are pick- 
ed up by tho police. 

The sniue scenes are enacted every 
in'ght.and each day sees the pagesof tho 
big book, which Sergt. Kelloher keeps, 
fill up ono by ono with tho brief stories 
and records of lost children. 

Every night in the year fathers and 
mothers visit police headquarters and 
ask for tho children who have been lost 
during the day. On pleasant evenings 
they sit on tho stone steps .and wait if 
the child has not already been found, 
and on stormy nights they go home, to 
return again later on. 

A woman comes running down the 
street. She is one of tho East Side poor. 
A shawl answers the purpose of cloak 
and bat. She stops long enough to ask 
of an idler on the corner: 

"Where is tho headquarters?" 
"Down where you see the green light" 
is always tho answer, and she is oil 
again. Up tho steps she runs eagerly. 
As sho passes tho swinging doors she al- 
most runs down Old Joe, tho doorman, 
who keeps a little private record on a 
slate of tho children who are brought in 
during the night. Joe's voice is gruff, 
but it belies bis nature. 
"What's the matter?" he erowls. 
"Have ye found me baby?" and the 
toil worn hands clutch nervously at the 
frayed edges of the old red shawl. 
"Boy or girl?" 

"A little girl with light hair." 

"Go up stairs and look — top floor." 

The stairs are steep and tiresome to 
climb, but mothers on such errands don't 
tire easily, and up she goes. Five min- 
utes later a step is heard on the stair- 
way. Sho is coming down again and 
tho red shawl is the background for a 
head of golden hair. Two dirty, chubby 
bands are about her neck. The woman 
is smilifig now. She is about to go out 
to iho street, but Old Joo again is in tho 
way. 

"Go in there and give your name," 
and ho points to Sergt, Kelleher, and 
chirrups at the baby. 

The sergeant takes the woman's name 
and address, and, hugging tho lost one 
tightly, the woman passes out into the 
street. — Now York Evening Sun. 



The "Driver" Anta. 

The most formidable of the insect pests 
that affect the dwellers of the West 
African coast is tho "driver" ants. 
These insects move in vast armies of 
several millions, marching iu a dense 
column t%vo feet in width, at a uniform 
pace, and in a straight line. 

If a native hut lies in thoir path, and 
the inmati.'s fail to prevent llie ants from 
gaining tlu; threshold, tho hut must be 
vacated till the long line has passed 
through and consumed everything eata- 
ble within tho building. 

Tho author of "Ulimpscsof Feverland" 
says that the only thing which will stop 
the "drivers" is .". largo lire tlircclly in 
their lino of ni;irch. .V native, when lio 
discovers in lime that tho ants are march- 
ing towards his hut, kindles a fire in 
front of the advancing column. It turns 
neither to tho right nor to the left, but 
plunges into the llauios, for every ant 
seems impelled to go forward, no matter 
at what cost. 

After tho •'drivers" have walked into 
tho lire for an iiour or two, and several 
hundred tbcjusand have lieon consuuu.'d, 
their sturdy stoicism woulions. They 
dellect their line to tho extent of a few 
feci, and, passing tho (ire, set out on a 
fresh path of destruction, which leads 
them clear of the hut they bad threat- 
ened. — Youths' Companion. 



I>ani;er In Turning; Gas Xmw. 

In spito of the fact that these are days 
of popular enlightenment, the newspa- 
pers are not unfrequently called upon to 

chroniclo ii caso where persons have been 
asphy.xiated through ignorantly blowing 
out tho gas instead of turning it off. 

Little attention, however, has been 
drawn to a danger not as great, but raoro 
common. This consists iu tho habit 
many persons have of allowing ono 
bracket to burn dimly all night long 
while they aro asleep. If the gas is to 
bo kept burning at all, it should for 
safety's sake be kept blazing fairly high; 
for when the flame is reduced to the 
faint blue spark the least diminution in 
pressure at tho works will cau.so this to 
go out, and when tho pressure is re- 
newed tho gas, of course, escapes stead- 
ily into the room, to the possible injury 
of all its inmates. A night lamp should 
bo used if light is necessary, or a fair 
blaze so shaded as not to fall upon the 
faces of sleepers.— Somervillo JournaL
